But as many things are good 
in the intent, which are not al- 
ways ſo in the event, good in 
the Inſtitution, not always in the 
Execution; as there are many 
things excellent in their firſt birth 
and original, which in tra& of 
time gather ſoyl and ruſt, and 
1o Cegenerate from the purity of 
their firſt Inſtitution ; even ſo it 
1s with the honour'of the Saints, 
for whilſt Men out of too ſtrong 
a bent and overplus of inordi- 
nate affef&ion towards the Saints, 
thought they could never honour 
them enough, at laſt they be- 
came flat Idolaters, turning Cha- 
' rity into Piety ,, Afﬀection into 


SupeT- 
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Superſtition , | Venexration 1nto 
Adoration, Whea the. People 
ficſt met together at the Monu- 
ments of the Martyrs, (an An- 
cient and Yearly Cuſtom of the 
Exſtern Churches) to praiſe God 
for his Martyrs, at laſt they for- 
got their Arrand, and turned 
their Worſhip of God into the 
Worſhip of the Martyr ; at firſt 
their Reliques were pretious, at 
laſt they grew holy 3 firlt the 
Saiats were honourd, but after 
worſhipped 5 at firſt they but 
commend , but afterwards en- 
{hrined ; ſo hard it is to ſubſilt 
in a Golden Mediocrity : we et- 
ther ſhoot under, or over; not 
do, or over du; either not ho- 
nour the Saints at all, or too 
much : bcing right Engh/b-men, 
(too many 19 this point_) rever

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we marr it. God gave the 1 
raeclites an expreſs inhibition, not 
to take his Name in vain, :at laſt 
the Fews, out of a ſuperſtitious 
Reverence, 'durft not ſo much 
as name the eapaypauuny , - the 
Name Fehovah ; they ought not 
toname him 1n vain,[therefore af. 


terward they would not name - 


him at all : the Brazen Serpent at 
firſt ereted by God's Inſtitution, 
for Hiſtorical Commemoration , 
onely - of their delivery from 
fiery Serpents, at laſt from Hi- 
{torical Commemoration, it was 
tranſlated to Religious Adora- 


tion : 'fo the Saints were firſt | 
honourd out of AfﬀeQion , at' +. 


laſt worſmpped out of Superſtt- 


tion. 


The Perſians , 1n policy, (as 
Xenophon tells the ſtory) taught 
their 
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their Children to lye and not to 
lye, but with this diſtinction, to 
lyeto their Enemies, but to tell 
truth to their Friends: but Xe- 
»ophoen tells us the iſſue of this 
Perſcan Education , their Chil- 
dren forgot their diſtinction, and 
made bold even to lye to their 
beſt Friends. So the Romar 


Clergy teach the-People to Wor- 


ſhip the Saints, and not to Wor- 
ſhip them, ſo long till they for- 
get their diſtinftion, and entitle 
the Saints themſelves ro the ſame 
honour that 1s due to God ; but 
welfare St. Auſtin, Sand#i ſunt 
honorandi propter immitationem, 
non adorandi propter Religio- 


nem. That is the trueſt honour- 
ing of the Saints which 1s a re- 


turning of their honour to God's 
greater honour. The Saints that 
are alone to be honoured 7 Des, 
C:3 and 
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Pepiſts, whereby they do net 
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and propter Deam, mult be ho- 
nour'd without impeachment and 
derogation of God's honour, 
to be a follower of the' Saints, 
as they be ( or were _) of 
Chriſt, is the trueſt Worſhip of 
the Saints. 


It is moſt certain , that the 
Bleſſed Virgin” receives not ſo 
much Indignity from her Ene- 
mies that deny her ,, as 'from 


ſuch - her - Friends that Deihe 
-her 5 it is a_ Sin to pive the - 
Saints more: than ' their 'due , as 


it is to give themleſs; to de- 
prive them of all honour, was 
the Errour of Yigilantizs, and 
many of this laſt Age 3: to 
give | them too. much, was 
firſt the Errour of the Col;j- 
ridians, and at this day of the 


{o 
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ſo much honour the Saints, as dif- 
honour God. 


The truth 1s, we honour the 
Saints triumphant in Heaven , 
but we give them only hozor 
Charitatis, not honor Religionis 3 
we give them Veneration , but 
not Adoration ; we honour their 
Memories, but we erect no Ido- 
latrous Shrine 3 we honour them 
as fellow Servants now glorifed 
but not as demy Gods half deifrd ; 
we honour them as Patterns for 
1mitation, not as Patrons for pro- 
tection 3 'we know no Reliques, 
but their Graces ; we obſerve 
their Feſtivals, by the Anniver- 
ſary Revolutions of the Year , 
but we dedicate no Days to 
the Saints, but only to the God 
of the Saints. - What is there no 
mean in glving honour to the 

C 4 Saints 
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Saints, but we muſt deny them, 
or deifie them? Is it not enough 
to Commend, but we muſt 
Adore them ? Is there no mean, 
but we muſt be either ungrate- 
ful or Idolatrous, or that we muſt 
make them either leſs than Saints, 
or little leſs than Gods? Is it 
not a dangerous thing to ob- 
trude that honour upon them , 
which muſt needs bring them 
ito Emulation with God ; with 
aſpiring Lncifer , to be Pmiles 
Altiſſemo £ Hath not God ſo- 


Ji 42-8. lemnly proteſted? ſaying, 7 am

due; give unto God the things 
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that are Gods; and to the Saints - 


the things that belong to them : 
Let the Saints have their due 
honour, but fo that by a ne- 
ceſſary Teflex and refultance it 
redound to:God's Honour; for 
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elſe it 1s no. honour to the Saints, 
to {hare in their Maker's honour, 
awhoſe chiefeſt honour it is with 
denying of their own, to bring 
Glory to God. 


Thus have. we diſcover'd the 
true Dignity of the Saints 3 and 
if Saints, tho'in Rags, they are 
rich and honourable, how ho- 
nourable then are Saints in Silks 
that are all glorious within and 
without too.,, both to Spiritual 
and Temporal Beholders ; that 
are rich in Graces , as well as {: 
Garments; in inward worth, as **| 
well as outward wealth ; high in 
God's, as well as the Kings fa- 
vour ; where goodneſs and great- 
neſs joyn hands 3 whoſe outſzdes 
belye not. the furniture within 3 
that are not like rich Cabinets 
with empty Drawers, or _

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filld with filth, or that which 
they are aſham'd to own, tho' 
not to keep; but are richer with- 
in than without , having their 
Caskets filld with the richeſt Ru- 
bies, drops of Chriſt's Blood, 
to adorn their Souls 3 Repen- 
tance Tears ſhed for paſt Sins, 
rurned into the rareft Pearls ; 
the ſparkling Diamonds of Grace 
ſet in the Golden Lockets of pure 
and refined Hearts, having to 
their Faith, Virtue 3 and to their 
Virtue, Knowledge; and to Know- 
ledge, Temperance 3 to Tem- 
perance, Patience; and to. Pa- 
tience, Godlinels ; to Godlinels,

Rheto- 
rick too courſe to ſee their _ 
ty through, and will rather cloud 
than ſhew their Luſtre, which 
can never be truly inſpected by 
mortal eye.

iT is a the neweſt Terms and Mode, who 


make it their buſineſs, if poſlible, 


to 
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to unſaint others ( being ſuch 
Devils themſelves ) and: bring- 
Holineſs into diſcredit, by ok 
fing at and deriding it ; but ſure 
it takes with none but what are 
as of little credit as themſelves, 
who race out Holineſs and Saint 
out of the Titles of Henour, and 
inſtead thereof practice Drink- 
ing, Whoring, Swearing, Cur- 
ling and Scoffing at the Saints , 
as Qualities of a Gentile iramp, 
and think the aſcent of a pair of 
ſtairs m a Bawdy-houſe, as neceſ- 
 fary andequivolent, as thoſe of 
Virtue, to arrive at the Temple 
of Honour, and as Authentick, 
being Licenſed by the Imprima- 
tar of the Times. What ſhall I 
ſay? why thus to ſuch , That 
God hath blotted their Names 
out of the number of thoſe that 
ſhall poſſeſs Eternal Honour, and 
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marvel they are not aſhamed to 
let them remain 1th the Church- 
Regiſter, fo much to the dif- 
grace of Chriſtianity 3 but where 


fhame's laid aſide, no wonder ' 


they commit all manner of Sin 
with Greedineſs and Glory in 
their ſhame, brag of their De- 
baucheries, and would as fain 


ſtifle the Repute of Holineſs, as 


they have done the Checks of
